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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

The references listed in the IDS filed on 02/17/04 have been considered. 
However, the German Search Report dated September 2003 has not been considered 
because the applicant did not provide a translation of the relevant parts. 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because the signal lines being provided to filter 
circuit 8 and regulation device 7 should be labeled. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-20 
are allowed because the closest prior art of record fails to disclose a circuit as shown in 
Figure 1 wherein the delay locked loop circuit includes a regulation unit having a 
regulation device (7) wherein the phase signal (P) is provided to the regulation device 
(7) during a steady-state operating phase, and the regulation device (7) adjusts the 
delay of the variable delay unit (2) during an initial transient phase until a change in the 
state of the phase signal is detected indicating a change in the lead-lag relation 
between the input signal (E) and the delayed signal (A); and a filter circuit (8) wherein 
the filter circuit (8) changes the state of the filtered phase signal (FP) to the state of the 
phase signal (P) only when a different state of the phase signal (P) with respect to the 
state of the filtered phase signal (FP) has been detected for a predetermined number of 
successive signal cycles in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base 
claims and any intervening claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
